LONDON, May 2.—Premier Asquith 
declared in the House of Commons 
this afternoon that a bill to be intro- 
duced tomorrow would be one of 
general and immediate compulsion. 
"Mr. Asquith told the members of the 
House of Commons that the total naval 
and military effort of the British Em- 
pire since the beginning of the war ex- 
ceeded 5,000,000 men. 

Premier Asquith said the British army, 
excluding India and including the domin- 
i6ns, comprised 8 divisions (an English 
division contains.more than 15,000 men). 

The Premier said that while in August, 
1914, the British army at home and over- 
seas (exclusive of the dominion forces) 
consisted of 26 divisions, there were now 
4 divisions, including the naval divis- 
fon (1,065,000 men). 


If the divisions are at full strength, 
$ divisions would contain 1,245,000 men, 
so it is to be presumed that Premier 
Asquith includes in the 5,000,000 men in 
the service the large number of muni- 
tions workers and the immense force in 
the transport service. Allowing for the 
British forces in Egypt, Mesopotamia 
and Saloniki, and those in training 
camps in England, there are probably 
fewer, rather than more, than 1,000,000 
writion soldiers in France.

250 FOLLOWERS OF TOLSTOY ON 
“TRIAL FOR REFUSING TO FIGHT 


Men Refused to Go to War in Oppo- 
sition to the Teachings of Christ 
~—Some Exiled for Life. 
BERLIN, May 2.—A monster trial of 
20 followers of Tolstoy for refusal to 
fight in the war has begun in Moscow, 
according to a special dispatch in the 
National Zeitung. The trial is being 

held behind closed doors. 

Some time ago Tolstoyans issued an 
appeal calling on their brethren not to 
bear arms and not to shoot at anyone, 
because Christ taught that foreigners 
ai were brothers, and that he who 
livéd by the sword died by the sword. 

Among the defendants are numbers 
of the most intimate friends of Tolstoy, 
including Makowitzki, his aged physi- 
cian, and the peasant Novicow, to 
whose home Tolstoy was going when 
stricken. There were many dramatic 
scenes at the arraignment. The dis- 
patch alleges that 120 Tolstoyans were 
sertenced to lifelong exile in a previous 
trial.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 2.—Three men 
were killed and s@ven wounded when 
u Westinghouse strike mob which had 
been attacking manufacturing plants In 
the Turtle Creek and Monongahela Val- 
leys throughout the day charged the 
Thirteenth street entrance of®the Ed- 
tar Thomson Steel Co.’s plant at Brad- 
dock this afternoon. 

The mob charged the gates leading to 
the mill and was driven back by depu- 
ties. Reforming a little farther down 
the street, it made another rush, and 
attempting to scale the fence was met 
with a volley from the guards’ re- 
volvers. This halted the rush and agair 
the crowd retired. 

Sheriff Richards at once conferred 
with State officials, asking that the 
national guard be ordered to the dis- 
turbed section tonight. 

Three thousand strikers, armed with 
clubs and stones, previously had marcied 
to the plant of Sterling Steel Foundry 
Co. and, forcing entrance, drove the 
men froth their machines and smashed 


windows and otherwise damaged the 


buildings. They then moved on a con- 
tractor’s plant, where more damage was 
done, but no one injured. 


LEADER OF GARMENT MAKERS 


CALLS OUT 90,000 WORKERS 


Action Taken in Retaliation for the 
Lockout of 60,000 Employes by 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—In retaliation 
for the lockout of 6,000 workers on 
women’s garments begun a few days 
ago by the Manufacturers’ Protective 
Association, the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union today ordered 
a strike of all ite members in this city, 
whether employed inthe Shops be- 
longing to the Protective Association or 
i independent shops. -It is estimated 
this order appliés to of 0 persons; in- 
cluding about 30,000 apprentices and oth- 
ers not already affected by the loctout, 

Benjamin Schlessinger, president of 
the employes’ union, said that the or- 
ganization has more than $600,000 in 
i:s treasury and is prepared to carry the 
fight on all summer if necessary. Plans 
were made to station 2000 pickets around 
the shops. It is estimated that the em- 
ployes of nearly 2000 factories: will be 
called out. 

The chief question involved is whether 
the manufacturers shall be compelled to 
dismiss from their employ employes who 
do not belong to unions, or who refuse 
t» pay their dies to the unions. 


PITTSBURG CAR STRIKE ENDS 


Street Railway Employes Accept New 
Scale Increasing Wages. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., May 2.—Street 
Cars are running in this city and the 
suburbs again after being tied up by a 
strike since midnight Sunday. A new 
proposition for a wage scale was pre- 
sented to the men for a voté, which 
was taken this morning. The proposi- 
tion of the company was favorably re- 

ceived by a vote of 4 to 1. 

The new scale, which is to remain 
in force for‘two yéars, provides for 
an increase on city and suburban 
lines. The city minimum wage, 27 
cents an hour, prevails for the first 
six months of employment and the 
maximum, 35 cents, applies after 
four years. The rates for suburban

Wet Spell Usually Continues

COLUMBUS, N. M., May 2.—Heavy 
rains over Northern Chihuahua have 
presented a new problem in the trans- 
portation of supplies, to the Mexican 
front. Operation of the motor truck sup- 
ply line was interrupted because of the 
inability of the five trains to make their 
way to Colonia Dublan, 120 miles south 
of the border, déwer the soapy mud of 
the rutted roads. The reports here said 
three of the trains are at Ascencion and 
two at Dublan.

Strike of 8000 Men Threatened. 

McCoy estimated the number of hod 
carriers and laborers now on strike at 
1800 and he said that about 1000 men in 
trades closely allied with the laborers 
had also quit work. He said that if any 
of the contractors tried to fill the places 
of the laborers who are out, that about 
8000 men in the building trades will 
strike in support of his organization. 

James Morgan, business manager of 
the Cement Workers, said that the men 
of the other trades had arranged last 
night to support the laborers if nonunion 
labor is employed. H. Hamlin, busi- 
ness agent of the cut-stone workers, 
said that the stone workers would sup- 
port the laborers. 

McCoy said, just before noon, that he 
had talked with three contractors, who 
had practically agreed to accept the 
union rate. One of theBe, he said, was 
John Grewe of the John Grewe Con- 
struction Co., which has charge of the 
building of the new Loretto Academy at 
Webster Groves, the Cathedral school at 
Maryland and Newstead avenues, and 
several otMer large operations. 

Notice to the Men Posted. 

A notice was written upon a black- 
board in the men’s headquarters at 
Wenth and Carr streets as follows:

CONSECUTIVE ACCOUNT OF 
DUBLIN RIOTS WITNESSED 


BY A POST-DISPATCH MAN 


Correspondent Describes Revolt Day by Day 
and Tells How Women in Rags Wore $10 
Shoes and Paris Hats From Looted Shops.

HOLYHEAD, April 30, via London, 
May 2.—Secretary Birrell is being bit- 
terly attacked for having taken no time- 
ly steps to defeat the Sinn Fein con- 
spiracy which has been carried on for 
months by practically open-air methods, 
Perhaps that is the reason for the jm- 
munity enjoyed-by the conspirators. It 
was not believed to be serious. 

It is generally thought that Birrell 
cannot possibly survive the crisis. Since 
the war began Birrell has been rarely 
in Ireland and treated all representa- 
tions about the possible danger from the 
Sinn Fein with placatory assurances 
that the Government had the situation 
under control, ready to deal with any 
phase that might arise. 

Military in Control, 

Since the outbreak the civil authority 
in Dublin has been entirely superseded 
by the military—a condition likely to re- 
main indefinitely. It is even suggested 
that the Dublin affairs may bring down! 
the Government, but up to the present 
Carson disassociates himself from any 
attempt to deal with it from the parti- 
san standpoint—a delicacy on his part 
rendered intelligible by the fact that any 
free discussion on the Sinn Fein 
achievements in the direction of trea- 
son and murder must Inevitably lead 
back to the example in lawlessness fur- 
nished by himself.

When the 
scheme of revolt was arranged the 
Three Rock assembly melted away, 
the men going to Dublin in small 
parties, some by bicycle, others by 
train or road to the suburbs, where 
they picked up trolley cars. 


The first dash on Monday was made 
on the postoffice, the men who were 
assigned to this duty being largely in 
the uniform of the Irish Volunteers. 
They performed their task quietly and 
expeditiously, compelling all officials 
and employes to quit their posts and 
making their first care to cut the tele- 
egraph wires, while they posted armed 
sentinels at the doors and windows. 
Authorities Were Surprised. 

Meanwhile the body of the rebels 
fcattered more or less aimlessly through 
the surrounding streets, shooting down 
every man in khaki on sight. The au- 
thorities, taken completely by surprise, 
and having no armed men to cope with 
the rising, ordered the soldiers and po- 
lice to their barracks and left the Sinn 
Fein temporarily in complete control of 
the streets. 

The rebels thus having matters their 
own way, proceeded, in part at least, to 
carry out their plan for seizing the city, 
establishing themselves in the city hall, 
Liberty Hall and St. Stephen's Green, 
while sentries were posted along Sack-

The public houses in Sackville street 
and the adjoining area were also laid 
under requisition, and the wildest or- 
gies resulted. Meanwhile all manner of 
rumors were put in circulation. It was 
said 70,000 Prussian soldiers were in full 
possession of Waterford and Cork coun- 
ties, and that German soldiers were 
manning machine guns at the general 
postoffice. ‘he authorities, meanwhile,

Had to Suspend Publication. 

Similarly copies of the war news broad 
sheet of the Irish Republic, issued from 
the offices of the Freeman's Journal, 
are already much in demand by col- 
lectors, and prices bid fair to put them 
out of the reach of any but millionaires. 
The Freeman’s Journal was founded in 
1763 as a Tory organ, but has for # 
vears been the official organ of the 
Irish Nationalist party, and after its 
long career and many vicissitudes, was 
forced to suspend publication for the 
first time by the Sinn Fein. 

Nothing is yet known of the fate of 
the Sinn Fein prisoners. Ninety-nine 
out of 100 of those I have seen are 
young men, and had the intense look 
of real fanatics in their eyes. Many 
are respectable looking fellows of the 
clerk class; as others of the poorest 
type of voung workmen.

DUBLIN REBELS 
S HOLDING OUT 


Countess Who Was One of Sinn 
Fein Leaders Surrendered 
Dramatically. 


GAVE NOTICE IN ADVANCE 


“We Were Not Led Badly, but 


We Were .Misled,’’ Says 
One of Prisoners. 


LONDON, May 2.—Speaking in the 
House of Commons this afternoon 
Premier Asquith said he hoped to 
give an early opportunity for dis- 
cussion of the motion calling for the 
(resignation of Augustine’ Birrell, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. 


DUBLIN, May 2.—Soldiers are com- 
pleting a thorough search of the city 
and it is hoped that within a few hours 
they will account for the last of the 
snipers, a2 small band of rebels which 
has been causing a diversion in the 
neighborhood of Balls Bridge. This band 
was subjected to artillery fire yester- 
day afternoon. A few of the rebels are 
holding out. Train communication is 
still interrupted. 

The Countess of Markievicz, who com- 
manded a force of 12 rebels in’ ths 
Royal College of Surgeons, surrendered 
in a dramatic fashion. A white flag 
was hoisted Saturday morning and a 
communication sent to the officer com- 
manding the attacking force saying 
that the rebels would surrender at 
1l o'clock. 

At the appointed hour the Countess 
marched out of the college, followed by 
the rebels, walking in twos. She was 
dressed entirely in green. She led her 
inen to the British force, saluted the 
officer in command, kissed her revol- 
ver before surrendering it and her cart- 
ridge bandolier and then said: ‘I am 
ready."’ Her followers were then dis- 
armed and marched under an escort io 
the castle. 


“We were not led badly, we were 
misled,’’ said a captured rebel Sunday 
night. His remark, almost in a tone 
of remorse, was made as he was step- 
ping aboard a steamer at North Wall 
Quay to be taken to England. He was 
one of the party of 489 prisoners of all 
ranks who were captured Sunday. 

When a correspondent interrogated 
the prisoners he gathered that they 
had no idea when they were ordered to 
assemble at various centers on Faster 
Monday that the leaders had ordained 
that day for the declaration of an Irish 
republic. They reached the meeting 
places with rations for only eight hours 
in the belief that they were merely to 
carry out practice maneuvers as on 
other occasions. 

“We found large supplies of ammuni- 
tion piled at the meeting plaicey,’’ said 
one, “‘and received orders to defend our 
csitions. We were told it would be 
necessary to hold out only until May 
2, when foreign troops would land an 
join us in fighting the British.”’ 


Unconditional Surrender Only Terms 
Entertained From Rebels. 
LONDON, May 2.—All the rebels in 
Dublin have surrendered and those in 
the country districts are doing like- 
wise, acoording to an official statement 

issued last evening, which said: 

“All the rebels in Dublin have sur- 
rendered and the city is reported quite 
safe. The rebels in the country districts 
are surrendering to the mobile columns. 

‘There were 1000 prisoners in Dublin 
yesterday, of whom 489 were sent to En- 
gland last night. 

“During the night of April 30-May 1, 
the rebels in Enniscorthy made an of- 
fer to surrender their leaders and their 
arms on condition that the rank and 
file be allowed to return to their homes. 
They were informed that the only terms 
that could be entertained were uncon- 
ditional surrender. 

“These terms were accepted by them 
at 6 o'clock this morning. It was re- 
ported later that the rebels were sur- 
rendering today on these terms.”’

Priests Called In, 


On Wednesday, in the midst of the 
battle, two priests were summoned to 
the postoffice by the Sinn Fein lead- 
ers to give the last rites to dying 
men, and while there several of the 
insurgents, frankly expecting to be 
killed, came to them for confession. 
Another priest, however, who de- 
nounced the rebels on the streets and 
called them to lay down their arms 
was threatened with execution. 

The paralysis of all business caused 
great suffering in Dublin, but condi- 
tions are returning to normal. Coal 
could not be delivered and this ham- 
pered cooking. In one street all the 
housewives pooled their supply and 
did all their cooking on one stove. 

No newspapers were printed and Lén- 
don newspapers could not be delivered. 
At Kingston on Saturday London pa- 
pers sold for 2 shillings apiece instead 
of a penny, While in some shops people 
were waiting in line to pay a penny for 
the rental of a paper for five minutes. 

The suffering caused by the shortage 
of supplies and the corresponding dis- 
organization of business seems to have 
exasperated the people and the Irish

Giving Women the Ballot 
Only Because They Do Not 
Need It, and She Would Not 
Add to the Number of Indit- 
ferent Voters.

RS. ARTHUR M. DODGE, pres- 
MV ident of the National Associa- 
tion opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage, attended the covention here of 
the Drama League, of whose executive 
board she is a member. When asked for 
an interview upon the subject with 
which she is most conspicuously iden- 
tified here in the West, she declined 
on the ground that her misson for the 
time being pertained only to the Drama 
League. Within a few moments she re- 
considered that decision. After a short, 
snappy discussion in a parlor at the 
Buckingham Hotel she declined again 
to be quoted until after the league 
should adjourn, making an _ appoint- 
ment for 11 o'clock Sunday. On the 
hour of this appointment she asked that 
I return at 6 o'clock as the business 
of the Drama League was not con- 
cluded. Promptly at 6, then, I called 
and had my fourth encounter with Mrs. 
Dodge. 

“I am very tired from the strenuous 
sessions of the league,’’ she said, sink- 
ing into a chair opposite me. “Al- 
though these two afternoons in the 
country have been delightfully refresh- 
ing.” 

An hour and a half of straight dis- 
course, brooking scarcely an interrup- 
tion, belied her plaint of weariness so 
far as an interest in anti-suffrage was 
concerned. And it was a highly en- 
lightened Anti whom I had to deal 
with. Many of the arguments we have 
learned to expect from that side of the 
question she carelessly dispensed 
with. 

‘“‘We believe in the broader and high- 
er education of women and increasing 
octivity in ¢ivic and municipal affairs,” 
she said. ‘‘We appreciate the new op- 
portunities that have come to women 
in the last 25 years and believe we 
as well as men, should assume added 
responsibilities along charitable, phil-‘ 
enthrovic and educational lines. 

“We do not believe women’s activities 
should be limited to the four walls of 
a home. Neither do we believe in 
woman's unlimited access into the in- 
dustrial] field. We believe in. giving 
public office to the best person re- 
gardiess of sex. We especially favor 
women on school] boards. A _ niece of 
mine was the first member of a school 
board in’ New York. We have pro- 
posed and worked for the appointment 
of Miss Anne Morgan on one of our 
borovgh boards of education.’ She here 
commended the work of Katherine 
Hement Davis, filling a political ap- 
pointment, and the work of a woman 
in the Street Cleaning Department in 

Believes in Woman’s Capacity. 
é¢ BELIEVE that women when 
| the occasion demands can do 
anything a man can do, unless 
it be building bridges and_ erecting 
stcel buildings,’”’ she continued. ‘‘I am 
a woman's rights woman, always have 
been. I was brought up in the faith. 
We used to think the ballot was neces- 
sary to woman's complete liberation. 
But looking. back over the vears, I 
find that everything women were ask- 
ing for in the days of Elizabeth, Cady 
Stanton, and those pioneers, has been 
obtained without the aid of the fran- 
chise.

SENATE FILIPING 
FREEDOM BILL 


Passes Instead Jones Measure 
Giving Greater Measure of 
Self-Government. 


GOES INTO CONFERENCE 


Representatives Instructed Not 
to Agree to Fixed Time for 
Giving Up Islands. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Independence 
for Filipinos seemed far off today as a 
result of defeat by the House last night 
of the Senate bill with the Clark amend- 
ment providing independence in four 
years. The House substituted the Jones 
bill, which would give a greater measure 
of self-government. 

The preamble of this measure recites 
that it is the intention of the United 
States eventually to free the Filipinos 
without specifying the time. 

The bill now goes to a conference of 
the House and Senate. The House in- 
structed the conferees not to agree to 
the fixing of any definite date for Phil- 
ippine independence. 

Manuel L. Quezon, Resident Commis- 
sioner of the Philippines in Congress, 
predicted that the bill would die in con- 
ference and the fight for political free- 


‘Idom of the islands would be most diffi- 


cult in the future. He was so disap- 
pointed, he said, he would not return 
to Congress. 

The House remained in. session until 
late to take the final vote. Thirty Dem- 
ocrats joined the solid Republican mi- 
nority in defeating the Clarke amend- 
ment, which had been given unqualified 
indorsement by President Wilson. 

It was the first marked victory of the 
year over any part of the President's 
legislative program and the Republicans 
were noisily jubilant over it. After each 
victorious vote they applauded for sev- 
eral minutes and by way of mocking 
the Democrats emitted repeatedly the 
famous “rebel’’ yell of the majority. 
Democrats accepted their defeat in si- 
lence. 

The Democrats who voted against the 
Clarke amendment were: Alle, Ohio; 
Beakes, Michigan; Bruckner, Carew, 
Conry, Dale, Dooling, Driscoll, Farley, 
Fitzgerald, Flynn, Griffin, Hulbert, Ma- 
her, Patten, Riordan and Smith, New 
York; Coady, Maryland; Eagan, Hamill 
and Hart, New Jersey; Estopinal, Louis- 
iana; Gallagher, McAndrews and Mc- 
Dermott, Illinois; Gallivan, Olney, Phe- 
lan and Tague, Massachusetts, and 
O’Shaunessy, Rhode Island. 

The first vote taken after eight hours 
in committee of the whole shows 193 to 
151 votes against the Senate provision. 
Chairman Jones of the Insular Affairs 
Committee, then attempted to procure 
the adoption of substitutes extending 
the time limit for freeing the Filipinos. 
They were quickly voted down. The 
first, to grant freedom in not less than 
two or not more than six years, was 
defeated, 186 to 14, and the second, 
making the minimum time four years 
and the maximum eight was lost, 193 
to 162. 

Representative Conry, who with Rep- 
resentative Fitzgerald led the solid New 
York Democratic delegation against the 
Senate bill, brought the long session to 
a dramatic close by collapsing in his 
seat as the final vote was taken. He 
had appeared in the House ill and weak 
but determined to see the fight ‘fin- 
ished. Friends carried him to a motor 
car and he was taken to his home, His 
condition is not regarded as serious.

AWARD FOR COWDIN; 
LANDS THRD ENEMY 


Prize, Presented to Aviator 
From New York. 


PARIS, May 2.~The military medal, 
the highest war-time distinction in the 
gift of France, has been awarded to 
Elliot Cowdin in recognition of the valor 
and aerial efficiency displayed in bring- 
ing to earth his third enemy aeroplane. 
Cowdin is a Sergeant attached to the 
recently formed American air squadron. 

The American squadron arrived in 

their district 10 days ago, and four or 
five days later, before they had fully 
finished putting together their machines, 
a German aviator flew above the camp, 
dropping several bombs, which did little 
damage. 
Lieut. Willam Thaw and Sergt. Cow- 
din started in pursuit of the invader, 
but he had too long a start. Cowdin 
swore vengeance for the raid, and soon 
afterward his opportunity came, for he 
found himself almost face to face with 
a German Fokker about 5000 feet aloft. 
Although ‘his adversgary’s machine was 
far more powerful than Cowdin’s, the 
young New Yorker instantly plunged at 
the German amid a storm of machine- 
gun bullets. 

Cowdin, despite a slight wound, was 
able to pierce the Fokker’s gasoline 
tank. «A moment later the German fell 
to the ground in flames and Cowdin 
returned in safety.

a tans Women in Training Camp 
~~ Patriotism of This Class Can- 
not Be Questioned. 


CITES LESSONS OF WAR 


Declares Any Who Dares Tam- 
per With Spirit of Land Will 
Be Cast Out of Confidence. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—America, re- 
awakened in national spirit through les- 
sons of the war in Europe, was the 
theme of an address by President Wil- 
son yesterday at ths opening of the 
National Service School military en- 
campment for young women. 

In concluding the President voiced a 
warning that the honor and integrity of 
the United States cannot be tampered 
with. He prayed that the country 
should not be drawn into wer, but de- 
clared that if it should be “in the great 
voice of national enthusiasm which 
would be raised all the world would 
stand once more thrilled to hear the 
voice of the New World asserting the 
standards of justice and liberty. 

The President expressed confidence 
that in time of trouble the great mass 
of foreign-born citizens of the United 
States would be loyal. 

“I have never had the slightest doubt 
of what would happen when America 
called upon those of her citizens born 
in other countries to come to the “sup- 
port of the flag,” he said. ‘“‘Why, they 
will come with cheers, they will come 
with a momentum which will make us 
realize that. America has once more 
been cried awake out of every sort of 
Gistemper and dream and distraction, 
and that any man who dares tamper 
with the spi of America will be cast 
out of the confidence of e great nation 
upon the instant.” 

The address follows: 

Text of President's Address. 


"Tt is with unaffected pleasure that I 
ceme to greet you as you have assembled 
for the interesting things you are go- 
ing to do. I have always felt that there 
Was very much mors inspiration in 
things that were voluntarily done than 
in things that were done under official 
direction and by official summons. You 
have volunteered to come together, 
without official suggestion, in order to 
study some things, which, while they are 
characteristic of the sort of comfort and 
assistance which women have been ac- 
customed to offer, are, nevertheless, in 
this instance, associated with a very 
great national conception and duty. 

"We, of course, are living in the pres- 
ence of conditions which we cannot yet 
assess, because they are unprecedented. 
The world never witnessed such a war 
as is now convulsing almost every part 
of the world except this part, which we 
particularly love and would seek to safe- 
guard; and the very foundations of the 
ordinary life of nations have been dis- 

» 80 deeply disturbed, that no 
man can predict what the final settle- 
ment will be. And if this war has done 
noting else, it has at least done this: 
It has made America aware of dangers 
which most of us had deemed unreal, 
and has made us aware that the danger 
of our own time is nothing legs than the 
unsgettlement of the foundations of civil- 


‘ization. 


“Civilization does not rest upon war. | 


It rests upon peace. It rests upon those 
things which men achieve by co-opera- 
tion and mutual interest in one another. 
it does not flourish in the soil of hostil- 
ity and antagonism, and a world war ‘8s 
@ war in the presence of which civiliza- 
tion holds its breath and wonders if it 
will itself survive. As we see these great 
issues joined, we, on this side of the 
water, are done this great service: We 
aro reminded tiat our spiritual relation, 
3}0t only to this great struggle, but par- 
ticularly to this great nation of which 
we constitute parts, and our spiritual 
relation to the rest of the world, is de- 
termined by our spiritual relation to 

ca. 

-“¥ou have come together to be pre- 
pare’ for any unusual duty which Amer- 
ica. may call upon you to perform, but 
what has moved you to do this? Your 
duty to your country. But what is the 
foundation of that duty? What do you 
conceive America to be? When you 
come to the last searching analysis we 
do mot owe any duty except to those 
things that we believe in, and the glory 
of performing our duty towards Amer- 
ica is that we believe in America and 
we believe in America because—I ven- 
ture to say it with entire respect for 
other peoples and other Governments— 
this Government was established with 
@ special purpose such as no other Gov- 
ernment ever avowed. This Government 
Was eStablished in order that justice 
and liberty might belong to every man 
whom our institutions could touch and 
not only that justice and liberty should 
belong to America but that, so far as 
America was concerned, and her influ- 
ence was involved they should be ex- 
tended to mankind everywhere. So the 
inspiration of serving America is a very 
profound inspiration.

“Have you not thought what might be 
the outcome of this great struggle, so 
far as the nations already engaged are 
concerned?

America had 
been brought to such a point of diversi- 
fication of interest, of occupation, of 
objects sought, that she was in danger 
of closing the consciousness of her sin- 
gleness and solidarity. 

“There were men pulling at cross pur- 
poses in regard to their private interests 
and their public endeavors in this coun- 
try long before the war came to remind 
us that we were a single nation with a 
single duty and a single ideal: and the 
first thing that has happened to us is 
that we have all been pulled together 
by a great tug at the heart in respect of 
our individual interests. We have all 
been reminded with an emphasis for 
which I, for one, thank God, that we 
are, first of all, Americans and only 
after that at liberty to seek our indi- 
vidual interest. And then those of our 
fellow citizens who may, for a little 
while, have been tempted to think rath- 
er of the lands of their origin than of 
the land of their present allegiance have 
been reminded that there is, politically 
speaking, only one allegiance conceiva- 
ble and possible. 

“You have heard a great deal about 
the hyphen.

The President spoke before several 
hundred young women dressed In khaki 
and drawn up in military order. They 
entered an encampment at which they 
will be taught first aid to the wounded. 
bandage making, telegraphy and other 
war-time arts. The encampment is be- 
ing held under the auspices of the wom- 
en’s section of the Navy League. 

Secretaries Baker and Daniels and a 
large group of other Government offi- 
cials and army and navy officers were 
included in the audience. The Presi- 
dent’s speech followed the formal rais- 
ing of an American flag over the en- 


campment.

NEW YORK, May 2.—Col. Roosevelt, 
on his return here from Chicago, issued 
a statement expressing gratification 
with the recepticn of his views on “‘pre- 
paredness, national duty and American- 
ism” in the Middle West.

“In a cable message from Trinidad on 
March 9 last I requested and insisted 
that my friends in Massachusetts re- 


‘jfrain from such contest. and I would 

'| have invoked the law there as I did in 

j other states if there had been such a 
law. 


“In that statement I also said that I 
was not interested in the political for- 
tunes either of mvself or others, and | 
have resolutely stuck to that determina- 
tion. 

“I have not expressed and do not in- 
tend to expres myself as being for or 
against any man. 

Don’t Nominate Me—Unless— 

‘“‘As regards myself, I do not believ2 
that the delegates ought to nominate me 
at Chicago unless they are prepared 
whole-heartedly and without reserve to 
make the fight along the lines above 
outlined. I am Vighting for certain great 
and vital principles. Those who take 
their stand in such a matter because 
of factional or personal prejudices are 
either lacking in patriotism or else are 
Blind to the tremendous forces at work 
the world over. In the midst of a 
tragedy without parallel in the world’s 
vision, the work ic be done is not that 
of the politician, but of the patriot. 

“For that reason 1 most earnestly hope 
that the delegates who go to Chicagu 
will nominate some man on whom Re- 
publicans and Progressives can combine 
and who, moreover, can be heartily sup- 
ported by all independent citizens, and 
particularly by ali independent Demo- 
crats who are loyal to the nationalism 
of Andrew Jackson and who are pre- 
pared to put the vital honor and inter- 
est of this nation above all mere parti- 
san considerations.

Editor of North American Re- 
view Shows Lineup Against 
Justice Includes Hughes. 


“Nobody ‘for Hughes—but the Peo- 
ple,” is the title of the leading article 
in‘the May number of the North 
American Review. The article is by 


Col. George Harvey. editor of: the Re- 
view, who was spoken of, four years 
ago, as the Original Wilson Man. 
Col. Harvey’s conclusion as e¢X- 
pressed ina pithy paragraph, is: 
“Nobody wants Hughes. Roosevelt} 
prefers (as second choice) Root, who | 
could serve only four years. Root (we 
assume from recent happenings) would 
find his former chief more congenial. 
Barnes doesn’t want him. Penrose 
doesn’t. Mr. Henry P. Davison of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. diesn’t. Sir George Per- 
hins, formerly of J. P. Morgan & Co. 


Mr. Robert Bacon, formerly of J. P. 
Morgan & Co.:and now a most mutual 
friend of Mr. Root and Mr. Roosevelt, 
dcesn’t. Judge Gary doesn't. Mr. Thom- 
as F. Ryan doesn’t. Mr. John D. Arch- 
buld doesn’t. Nicholas Murray Butler 
Coesn't. President ,Wilsqn (heaven help 
yus!) doesn’t. Col. House (heaven help 
Us again!) doesn’t... Mr. Burleson doesn’t. 
Mr. McAdoo doesn't. Mr. Tumulty 
cvesn’t. Col. Watterson doesn’t. The 
World doesn’t. The Springfield Repub- 
lican maybe doesn’t. He doesn’t even 
want himself. Nobody wants Hughes—— 

“Nobody but the people! 

“Is not that so? It is. You know 
it. We know it. They whom we have 
mentioned know it. Even Hughes may 
know it, though we have our doubts. 
but why is it? That is the question. 


Cheoate’s Objection. 

In answering this question, Col. Har- 

vey takes up the objection made by Jo- 
seph H. Choate that ‘‘the spotless er- 
rine’ of the Supreme Court “should 
never be smirched in the muddy tur- 
moll of politics.” 
’““Granting,’’ says Col. Harvey, ‘‘the 
customary inadvisability of drawing a 
great Judge from the Supreme bench 
and granting further the impropriety of 
such an one becoming an active candi- 
date, it is our inalienable right at this 
most critical juncture in our country’s 
progress to put at the head of the na- 
tion any citizen who most adequatcly 
satisfies all requirements, and it is a 
less the bounden duty of that citizen to 
answer sucha call. Incidentally, we are 
convinced that the election of Justice 
Fiughes as President would be far mo-s 
likely to clarify ‘the muddy turmoil of 
politics’ than to bespatter the judicta! 
ermine—a consummation devoutly to’ be 
wished.’’ 


Cites Hughes’ Record. 

Col. Harvey meets the argument that 
“no man knows what Justice Hughes’ 
views are on great questions’’ by citing 
his record in the Governor’s chair and 
on the bench, as evidence of his ability 
to deal with great questions. He says 
Rovusevelt and Root have criticised Pres- 
icGent Wilson in telling fashion, but have 
not told what they would have done in 
his place, because they do not know. He 
concludes: 

*“‘Never since this republic demanded 
that George Washington become its first 
President has there appeared so striking 
an instance of the office seeking the 
man. Never has been a call so peremp- 
tory, never a constantly swelling force 
s0 certain, in our judgment, to prove 
irresistible. Rightly or wrongly, wisely 
or not, the Will of the People will pre- 
vail, and Charles Evans Hughes will 
be the next Republican candidate for 
President of the United States. And the 
coverpowering issue will be one of men 
—of ability, of Judgment, of fidelity, but 
above all of character 

Hughes or Wilson? 

“That will be all. When the. lively 
wedding in Chicago shall have been 
supplemented by the sedate funeral in 
St. Louis, patriotism must dictate a 
choice between the two. ,

JOINT CONCERT OF 
APOLLO AND CHORAL 
CLUBS — 


Paul Althouse, *‘Guest’” Tenor, 
Scores a Remarkable Success 
at the Odeon. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 
HEN it is considered that the 
W women who make up the Morn- 
ing Choral Club and the men 
composing the Apollo Club are ama- 
teurs of' music in the fine sense of the 
word—that they are mostly nonprofes- 
sional singers, without pay, imposing 
upon themselves the labors of study and 
rehearsal, all for pure love of art, then 
the joint concert of these two St. Louis 
organizations, last night at the Odeon, 
may be pronounced an event of admir- 
able merit. Perhaps, in parts, the very 
ambitious scheme of their program was 


not perfect!y fulfilled, but before such 


voluntary zeal and devotion criticism Is 
disarmed. 

In addition, the clubs deserved the 
rraise of introducing to music lovers of 
this city a highly talented young tenor, 
Paul Althouse of the Metropolitan Opera 
Co., who was the “guest” artist of the 
concert. Not often is there found in 
combination a voice of such physical 
beauty, a temperament so overflowing 
with ardor, and a technique so polished 
and facile. With some artistic faults, 
due to the engaging exuberance of his 
feelings, he justly scored a remarkable 
success in the favor of the audience. 

Gounod First Number. 

The program began imposingly with 
the jubilant chorus, ‘‘Unfold, Ye Portals 
Everlasting!’’ from Gounod’s ‘‘The Re- 
demption,”’ sung by both choruses with 
the resounding accompaniment of or- 
zan, piano and an orchestra of 45 mu- 
siclans. In volume and power this big 
muster of voices and instruments has 
rarely been surpassed in this city. 

It was followed by the aria, “Celeste 
Aida,’’ from “Aida,’’ which formed the 
apex of Althouse’s singing. It was 
given with exceptional eloquence of de- 
livery and poetic sincerity of expres 
sion, so that, without the tenor’s display- 
ing any of the spectacular high notes of 
a Salazar, it produced a genuine dra- 
matic effect. 

As an encore he offered Harry T. 
Burleigh’s ditty, “Just You,” and here, 
to some of his hearers, certain defects 
of youth in the soloist’s art made 
themselves evident. His voice is 
naturaily so melliflrous that he suc- 
cumbed more than once to the tempta- 
tion of sweetening it to the verge of 
the saccharine; and the excess of his 
emotions tetrayed him into an inter- 
pretation fairly dripping with senti- 
mentality. Here, too, occurred the 
first use of his captivating ‘“mezza 
voce,” which, however, with its con- 
stant recurrence in the remainder of 
his program, not altogether ideally 
selected, grew at lest to ve a bit try- 
ing. 

The Morning: Choral Club then sang 
alone Arthur Foote’s “The Gateway 
of Ishapan,”’ a poem by Arlo Bates, 
the hero of which is Omar Khayyam. 
It was competently done, despite a cer- 
tain thinness and want of body in the 
chorus of women’s voices. 

A Pretentious Offering. 

Lack of perfection in every detail 
cannot lessen the debt of gratitude 
owed for the presentation of the next 
number, the cantata, “The Swan and 
the Skylark,” by Arthur Goring 
Thomas, which was the most preten- 
tious offering of the combined cho- 
ruses. As a work of composition, this 
cantata proved emphatically worth 
while, being full of beauties, especi- 
ally in its orchestral score. 

It presented a quartet of St. Louis 
soloists, chosen from the member- 
ship of the clubs, who disclosed grat- 
ifying merits. They were John A. 
Rohan, the veteran tasso; Miss 
Blanche Herrick, a contralto of really 
excellent voice, especially in its deep 
tones; Miss Anna Belle Clark, so0- 
prano, an exceptionally promising 
vocal student; and Russell Rizer, 
tenor, whose voice, though rather 
rinched in its dimensions, was sweet 
and true, and handled with consid- 
erable skill. The chorus parts were 
sung with* ringing sonority and 
rousing spirit. 

No apologies of any sort are required 
for the Apollo Club's two numbers; sung 
without instrumental accompaniment— 
Koeller’s ‘“‘Daybreak in the Woods” and

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
Try to Understand the Mexicans. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

With dark clouds gathering in Mexico and per- 
haps much trouble ahead for the United tSates, 
Jet us look for a moment at the other sidg of the 
question, instead of continually boasting about 
going down there to lick them. 

In Mexico there are two dis‘inct classes—the 
Cientifices, or very wealthy class, originally Cas- 
tilians or Spaniards, who are archi-millionaires, 
largely controlled by the clerical party, and own- 
ing individually “hundreds of thousands” of acres 
of haciendes or ranches, the best land in the 
country; on the other hand are the “peons,” or | 
tower class, of Yaqui or other Indian extraction, 
practically and ta all purposes slaves, and £0 
poor that our own slaves were princes as com- 
pared to them. Many of our people eannot un- 
derstand this. They live on arid deserts and 
rocky mountain sides mostly existing on a few. 
beans and a handful of corn when they can get 
them, and@ very little clothing, the children more 
often none. These poor peons are devoid of all 
education; no schools, no books, no newspapers, no 
nothing. 

The- middie class, a few merchants or. shop 
keepers, are in a great minority and count for 
nothing. 

Is it therefore surprising that these poor peons 
are everlastingly at the beck and call of some 
intriguer or unscrupulous individual, backed by 
the wealth of a Terrazas or other Cientificos, who 
can offer the peon a few pesos and the allure- 
ment of lest? Some of these Cientificos have 
been known to contribute 1,000,000 pesos (Mexican 
dollar) to back, a political or a clerical party for 
the overthrow of one who is “persona nen grata.” 

Occasionally a “Savior,” as it were, arises from 
their ranks, of which Benito Juarez was one. 
Francisco Villa might have been another had 
Carranza not broken faith with him at the psy- 
chological moment. And that is one reason why 
the, United States troops are having so much trou- 
ble on their so-called “punitive expeditidn.”’ 
Villa is a demi-god to these poor unlettered and 
down-tredden people. He is their Robin Hood, 
having never injured or molested the poor, and 
despising the oppressor. We cannot hope to 
change their temperament or characteristics by 
‘the ferce of The Spaniard ts more cunning 
and treacherous than the Mexican, but they are 
both impulsive’and passionate to a degree which 
our phlegmatic and calculating. senses cannot 
understand. The peon, however, is grateful if 
you once’ have his confidence, and the only way, 
the cheapest way, by which these poor down-trod- 
den and misled people can he reached is by a 
direct ap~eal to their sufferings, by the distribu- 
tion of a few thousend bushels of beans and corn 
to the starving: families by our soldier boys along 
our “triumphant march” through Mextieo. 

Better distribute beans than bullets, they will 
have much farther reaching results and will save 
a lot of bloodshed. It is frequently heard by us 
that the Mexicans don't understand us, but do we 
really understand them, do we try to understand 
them? Being. better civilized and more highly 
cultured is it not up to us to try and understand 
them more? 

No, if we want the co-operation of the Mex!i- 
cans, if we wish to earn their gratitude we must 
first get into their confidence by alleviating the 
eufferings of the masses, and in this way only, 
by offering to transport food and necessities with 
an open hand to relieve their immediate wants 
will we be able to secure the use of the railroads} 
for our trope.

Wages of City Employes. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

"T believe the collection of the mill tax: should 
be followed immediately by a comprehensive re- 
adjustment of wages paid employes of the city.” 
This is quoted from Mayor Kiel's annual message. 

The Msyor, by making the statement above, 
is upholding the new charter of the City of &t. 
Louis. 

The readjustment of wages should not depend 
upon a mill tax from the United Ratlways Co. 
to meet the requirements of the new charter. 
Md the taxpayers ef St. Louis or the Board of 
Apportionment make a protest when the salaries 
of the men up above were increased 100 per cent 
anda new offices created carrying salaries of from 
$1500 to $6000 per year? 

Bill $41 calls for a readjustment of wages for 
Jaborers and mechanics, the salaries that range 
from $1.50 to $6 per day. 

The new charter states that the prevailing scale 
o* wages shall be paid to all city employes. Do 
the eltizens of St. Louis know that the employes 
or the power plant (firemen, ollers and engineers) 
receive far below the scale of the prevailing rate 
of wages, provided for in the new charter? 


THE NEGLIGIBLE HYPHEN. 

In his speech to the young women of the Na- 
tional Service School military encampment at 
Washington President Wilson expressed a sound 
opinion about the hyphen in America. He said: 

‘*¥You hays heard a great deal about the 
hyphen. I for one have never been deceived. 

The number of persons of really divided al- 

legiance in this country is very small, and if 

I had been in some other country I would for 

one resent the representations which have been 

made by those who were not the spokesmen of 
those for whom they pretended to speak in 
nen ange: divided allegiance. I have never 

the slightest doubt of what would happen 
when America called upon those of her citizens 
born in other countries to come to the support 
of the flag. Why, they will come with cheers, 
they will come with a momentum which will 
make us realize that America has once more 
been cried awake out of every sort of dis- 
temper and dream and distraction, and that. 
any man who dares tamper with the spirit of 

America will be cast out of the confidence of a 

great natién upon the instant. 

The Post-Dispatch agrees with the President 


on this point. In our first-page editorial, pub- 
lished last Friday, calling upon citizens, of St. 
Louis to repudiate the sentiment of the 14,000 
pro-German propaganda telegrams sent to Wash- 
ington demanding peace at any price, we ex- 
pressed a similar opinion. We said: 


We believe that a very smali—an almost 
negligible—percentage of the citizens of St. 
Louis indorse the sentiment of these tele- 
grams. We believe that an overwhelming ma- 
jority of citizens of all origins repudiate their 
demand. 

We not only believe that the great mass of out 


fellow citizens of German origin and of all fur- 
eign origins are, devoted Americans—devoted to 
American principles, honor and interést—and 
would respond wholeheartedly to their defense, 
but we go beyond this; we believe that a large 
majority of the signers of these telegrams did not 
understand their real purport and significance. 
They merely thought they were urging peace, 
consistent with American honor and interest and 
the interest of humanity, which is in the heart of 
alt true Americans. On these terms we ardently 
want peace with Germany and all nations.

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THE CORNER IN PETROLEUM. 

Statements showing the profits of Standard Ot! 
subsidiaries during 1916 leave no doubt that the 
high price.of gasoline is due to manipulation. In- 
vestigations by the Post-Dispatch in Oklahoma tell 
how the manipulation was done. 

The New York branch of Standard Oil doubled 
during the past year its comfortable net earnings 
of the year before. It made $15,761,663, an increase 
of $8,025,744. It’s surplus increased from $16,- 
701,591 to $26,464,254. Reports of others of the 
monopoly’s numerous subsidiaries show suspicious 
prosperity in like proportion. ° 

The Oklahoma inquiry reveals that Standard Oil 
has purchased from 70 to 90 per cent of last yéar’s 
production from the rich oil fields of that State. 
Ite success in cornering crude oil is shown by the 
fact that it has now more than 100,000,000 barrels 
in storage. 

As its control of the visible supply of oil was 
made more absolute by further purchases, it grad- 
ually advanced the price. But of the total now in 
storage, it bought at least 70,000,000 barrels for 30 
and 35 cents a barrel. From this oil representing 
with carrying ‘charges a cost of less than one cent 
a gallon, it is now refining gasoline which it sells 
in St. Louis for 19 cents a gallon and in other 
places for as much a gallon as it paid a barrel 
for the crude. 

How maglipulation was facilitated by control of 
the pipe lines the Federal Trade Commission has 
already told us. By advancing the price of crude, 
the monopoly compelled the independents to make 
advances in the price of refined gasoline that kept 
pace with its own. 

A corner which should control not only sup- 


huge profits from raw material and from prepared 
food products as well would be a refinement on 
ordinary grain pit manipulations resembling this 
rapacious corner in petroleum products. 

The presumption of collusion among the differ- 
ent subsidiaries for market control seems irre- 
sistible. Official steps for the protection of con- 
sumers is justified. Without such steps profits 


the corner was not completed until late in 1915.

DR. DERNBERG TALES SENSE. 

Dr. Bernard Dernberg, who misinterpreted 
sadly enough the temper of the American peo- 
ple while visiting us, has written an article for 
the Berlin press in which he tries to prevent 
the German people from misinterpreting that 
temper. He points out the support of President 
Wilson by all parties and the strength of the 
case rested, not on doubtful instances in which 
vessels may have been torpedoed after attempts 
to escape or resistance, but on the fate of the 
Lusitania, the Arabic and the Sussex. That the 
Sussex was sunk contrary to the assurances given 
by the German Government is his own admis- 
sion. He says: 

The point today is that America is con- 
vinced of the justice of her demands. That 
nation has been seized with an explosive 
sentiment only paralleled by her feeling 
prior to the Spanish War. 

What he says makes amends in some degree 
for maladroit utterances during his stay in this 
country, particularly maladroit utterances after 
the destruction of that same Lusitania. It may 
be conceived that his article by clearing up mis- 
constructions, is a substantial contribution to 
peace between the two countries. 

OUR OWN HALT AND BLIND. 

“The habit of neglecting the needy at home to 
help the needy in foreign lands has gone about 
far enough,” protests Adolph Michaels, on behalf 
of the Missouri blind. 

To help the needy anywhere is noble, and the 
pity is we cannot do it effectively everywhere at 
once and always. But there is truth in the state- 
ment that our needy at home are neglected, es- 
pecially the Missouri blind, at this time of appeals 
for charity abroad. The fact is that the Missouri 
Commission for the blind is attempting to raise 
$12,500 with which to qualify for a like amount 
appropriated conditionally by the Legislature to 
help needy blind Missourians, many of them suf- 
fering at our very doors in St. Louis. 

Without disparaging any other cause, the work 
for the blind in Missouri is organized on an intel- 
ligent basis, looking to education, self-help, and 
providing of means of livelihood ; it requires only 
money to make it efficient and vastly helpful, and 
may be commended urgently to people of means 
and generosity. 
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A YOUNG WAR.RIGHT AT HOME. 

Our own State of Washington develops an in- 
ternational issue which sueprsedes all other in- 
ternational worries precisely as a dead dog on 
the boulevard, in the immortal words of the Pa- 
risian editor, is more interesting than a thousand 
dead soldiers in Far Cathay.

66 OBSERVE that Harper’s Weekly has. given

‘‘T have been influenced in this opinion by my 
own experience since the war began. Having every- 
thing in the postoffice to read, I have found myself 
virtually ceasing to read the political weekly at all. 
This is becaue I want fresher opinions than one may 
get out of anything published once a week. I found 
myself turning more and more to the big newspapers, 
and I have finally wound up in them altogether. I 
no longer care for editorials beginning ‘When this 
reaches our readers, the United States and Germany 
may be at war,’ or ‘By the time you see this editorial 
the situation may have changed to such an extent 
that it will no longer be pertinent.’ For all prac- 
tical purposes in a big country like this that sort of” 
editorializing would just as well come right d6ut and 
say ‘When this reaches our readers they will no 
longer be interested in it,’ or ‘By the time you see 
this it won't be worth a dam.’ 

‘*In this day of the wireless and rural delivery by 
Ford, I have a right to expect that if we go to war 
with Germany I will know it about as soon as anyone 
else. I don’t wan’ political opinions kept warm by 
some artificial process for the best part of a week 
when I can get them somewhere else hot off the bat. 
Nobody does. Our interest in big politics is rendered 
acute by great upheavals. We want editorial judg- 
ment on each thing as it happens, just as in the base- 
ball game the umpire judges each play as it comes. 


“ ‘Would it not be absurd to have the umpire see seven 


or eight games and then turn in his decisions for the 
week on Saturday night? That may exaggerate the 
case a little, but not very much. There is where the 
newspaper, coming out every day, has been getting 
in its deadly work. It is why you can sell a big news- 
paper without giving the purchaser a set of books. 

‘‘T imagine that all the political weeklies feel the 
effect of this great quickening in our national life, 
and it would not be surprising to see more of them 
turn up their toes. That sort of thing does for con- 
tinued story publications and the meagre needs of a 
few old New Englanders who like to have their think- 
ing done for them, but it is not for political papers 
apd the great wide-awake public.

BE 1,000,000 


MEN, HOLDS 


150-MILE FRENCH LINE 


€ 


It Is the Greatest Volunteer Army Ever Organ- 
ized and the Biggest Expeditionary Force Any 
Country Has Ever Sent Across Water. .

NEW YORK, May 1—England is now 
playing its part in the land fighting in 
France. It has taken a long time to dv 
it and it came near taking too long, 
but she is reported to have 1,500,000 men 
in France, the biggest volunteer 
army ever organized and the 
biggest expeditionary force any coun- 
try ever sent across water. It is 
holding the whoie line, from the North 
Sea to Soissons, with the exception vf 
the inundated district along the Yser 
River, which the Belgians are still hold- 
ing. The British line is 150 miles long. 
This takes them around the ‘‘elbow,’’ 
where the German line is nearest Paris. 
They are thus about 3 miles from 
Rheims. 

For the first time since the war be- 
gan, the Britisn troops are holding all 
the northern part of France, and they 
are no longer supported by French 
troops. They are left entirely on their 
own responsibility, and every general 
staff in Europe is watching to see how 
they meet the German attacks. Pre- 
viously the French never gave them 
more than 30 miles at a stretch, for fear 
they could not hold the lines unsup- 


ported, but one by one the plugs of! 


French poilus, which was held by En- 
glish divisions, together have been 
withdrawn, and the British stand t9 
win or lose by themselves. 

Line Held by British. 

The line they hold begins in the sand 
dunes of the North Sea, is interrupted 
by the Belgians for a section of about 
18 miles, commences again on the Yser 
Canal and extends along all the diffi- 
cult territory to the River Lys, includes 
Arras and the long stretch between the 
Somme and the Oise, turns at Albert 
and runs well up the River Aisne to 
Soissons. 

It is an interesting commentary on 
what the British think of their own 
troops that two of the most important 
positions have been given to the Cana- 
dians and the Australians. The Cana- 
dians are up on the Lys and the Aus- 
tralians lie between Albert and Sois- 
sons. They occupy positions almost at 
right angles to cach other, so that in 
a general advance they would cut the 
lines of the German troops. 

Between 100,000 and 150,000 of the Aus- 
tralians have already been brought over 
sea and land and 150,000 more are still 
to come. They are the unknown quanti- 
ty in the British army; but one thing 
is certain about them, the Germans will 
never break anv line they hold. 

To hold this tine the British have al- 
most aS many troops at Gen. Joffre in 
the earlier stages of the war used tv 
protect the whole line from Switzerland 
to the sea. Joffre always said he could 
not use more than one and one-half 
million men effectively, that more than 
that merely got into one another’s way. 

For that matter, the British are using 
not more than three-quarters of a mil- 
lion men to hold the first lines and 
as first reserves, but they have fairly 
peopled Norther: France with their 
men. They have bases all the way froin 
Dunkirk to Havre, and back of their 
lines, wherever one goes, there are 
great reserve armies. They have plen- 
ty of men to fill in any holes the Ger- 
mans make‘in their lines, and the road 
to Calais is just as effectively closed as 
it was when the French held the most 
of the line. 

So, far from there being any weaken- 
ing of the allied line in France, it is 
much stronger than it has ever been 
before the war began. Th2 work one 
and one-half million men used to do is 
done by three million. For, in pulling 
out their troops from Northwestern 
France, the French have brought then: 
East, where they hold a commanding 
position with a force that was ‘never 
possible hefore. In the larger strategic 
sense thal French have a much better 
positions than the Germans opposite 
them. They hold the inside of a tri- 
angle, the apex of which is Verdun. 
They have their reserves behind Ver- 
dun, where they can He moved rapidly 
to any point in the line threatened. 

It was the proper military thing to 
give the British this line, but when it 
was first considered there was a great 
deal of opposition in France, due to the 
political situation. It was argued by 
the French that in case of a general ai- 
vance eastward and the reconquering of 
Belgium, the Belgian people would never 
see any French troops, and they natur- 
ally would feel that the British alone 
were their saviors, which the French 
felt would be an undeserved reflection 
on themselves. 

In spite of this objection, which was 
frankly discussed in the French and 
British military conferences, it was 
agreed to remove French troops from 
the North Sea to the turn in the line at 
Albert as rapidly as the British were 
able to take it over. 


Question of Ammunition. 
That is, however, all the line the Brit- 


ish will probably take over, as thers are 
plenty of French troops to hold the rest 
ofthe line against anything the Ger- 
mans are likely to do.. They alsu have 
the Russians now in their lines, and it 
is a mere queation of keeping the artil- 
lery supplied with ammunition. 

It can hardly be said that the line 
from Soissons to the North Sea is en- 
tirely given over to the British, for the 
strategy has all been worked out by the 
French general staff, and the French 
General, Foch, who has been in com- 
mand of the northern armies for a year 
and a half, is still the active head, 
though he has hardly been out of,his 
bed for six months. 

It was just as well for the contin- 
uance of good feeling between the 
French and English people that they 
finally got tangible results in the way 
of an army. For it had come to be 
realized ‘very thoroughly among . the 
French people that the French army 


— not only had more than nine-tenths 


' of the line in France, but had done even 


more than nine-tenths of the fighting. 

The fact that the British had held less 
than a 30-mile front for many months 
was beginning to have its effect on 
public opinion. As the French losses 
urew month by month and family after 
family felt the increasing losses, th® dis- 
proportion of the line began to be com- 
mented upon with some bitterness in 
Ivance. Especially was this so in the 
provinces, where loss of lives mounted 
week by week. “It began to be asked 
with increasing bitterness: ‘‘What are 
the English doing?’’ 

“Usual British Slowness.” 

I do not think that I am making too 
much of the danger caused by the slow- 
ness of the British to play a strong 
hand in France, but at all events it is 
rast now—though not very far in the 
past. It was caused by the usual British 
slowness to do anything, which is proud- 
ly spoken of by the British themselves in 
that most exasperating of all phrases, 
“We always muddle through somehow.”’

Big Things Through Thor- 
ough Organization. 


“Clean-Up Week,” which sets in next 
Monday, is expected to inaugurate a 
continuous clean-up and paint-up cam- 
paign for keeping St. Louis cleaned up 
and painted up all the time, after it 
has been cleaned up during clean-up 
week. 

Everywhere the clean-up and paint-up 
movement, which began with a clean-up 
Gay and expanded to a clean-up week, 
has grown into a permanent thing. St. 
Louis, where the movement started, has 
not pushed it. so vigorously as some 
other cities, but the campaign to start 
pext week is expected to place St. Louls 
at the head of the procession. 

Cincinnati is one of the cities whiah 
has gone into the movement with enthu- 
_giasm and thoroughne:s. For two years 
it has had a permanent clean-up and 
Paint-up organization, directed by the 
Continuous Clean-Up and Fire Preven- 
tion Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The story of the 1914 and 1915 
campaigns has been told in a compre- 
hensive bulletin which has ‘been the 
means of advertising the city extensive- 
ly and effectively and has stimulated 
other cities to emulate Cincinnati's ex- 
e@mple. 
How Campaign Was Rup. 

The movement was started Feb. 17, 
1914. Thirty-five persons who gathered 
by invitation at the Chamber of Com- 
Merce were addressed by Allen W. Clark 

oft St. Louis, ‘father’ of the movement 
and chairman of the National Clean-Up 
ond Paint-Up Campaign Bureau, with 
headquarters in St. Louis. A committee 
was appointed which planned the cam- 
paign along the following lines: 

Organization by districts co-extensive 
with the public school districts.

Yorm in character as far as possible. 

The work in each district to be done 
by.the people of that district: 

General committees, the members to 
form the genera] council, in general 
charge of the campaign.

LOWER TENDENCY 
SHOWN IN THE 
STOCK MARKET 


Traders Take the Selling Side 
and Force a Reaction; 
Close Is Irregular. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

‘The sharp relapse in prices on the 
Stock Exchange today, did’ not occur in 
response to anything in the published 
news. Occurring as it did at the time 
when a moment had been reached in re- 
gard to both Germany and Mexico, in 
which a decisive turn for better or 
worse could not much longer be avoid- 
ed, today’s weakness might have been 
ascribed either to somebody's private 
knowledge of the facts, or to dislike at 
retaining a speculative position which 
had assumed too much. It is probable 
that such a vague sense of uneasiness 
was the main influence in the day’s re- 
action. At all events, this was not less 
probable, in view of the stock market’s 
recent vigorous advance in the face of 
the political uncertainties. 

“In today’s decline the Mercantile 
Marine shares took the lead, breaking 
S to 4 points, after a brief rise from 
the opening. This was a matter of spec- 
ulation and perhaps proved the extent 
to which the market's general move- 
ment was a backward step from the 
recent professional operations for the 
rise. 

“The real investing public had 
hand, either in the recent advance or in 
today’s decline. The market closed un- 
certain. Outside of Wall street, the 
incident of the day’s market was the 
sharp advance in cotton. 

Exchange Is Steady, 

“Exchange.on Berlin advanced today 
a fraction, while the rate moved 
slightly against Paris. The day's cables 
brought the somewhat interesting an- 
nouncement that the French Finance 
Minister is about to call for deposit 
with the Government (in imitation of 
the English plan for American stocks 
and bonds) of all seeurities of any neu- 
tral country held by French investors. 

“This, like the English expedient, is 
designed primarily to protect the mar- 
ket for the exchange. But since the 
securities thus acquired are designed 
for sale to the countries of their eri- 
gin the process undoubtedly reflects the 
sradual slipping away of the old-ti 
economic world power from London 
and Paris. Berlin was earlier in the 
field with the same expedient, and un- 
doubtedly now holds much less of such 
securities than the two other markets. 

“The Imperial Bank of Germany, re- 
porting for the week, showed once more 
a nominal increase of gold holdings. 
The gain was : here is nothing 
itself abnormal about so slight a change. 
But there has been a long succession of 
such exceedingly narrow gains this year, 
and yet a weekly. decrease is never 
reported. 

“This curious fact at ieast lends some 
color to the theory that the German 
authorities maintain two separate gold 
funds—one in the bank’s reserve, re- 
ported weekly; another held elsewhere 
and not reported at all. This supposi- 
tion would at least explain how the 
bank’s weekly reports have managed, by 
the most trifling margin, to avoid show- 
ing loss in gold throughout the war. 
This week's statement reported the note 
colculation at the highest figure of. any 
week since the war began, except for 
that of the April settlements. 

Railroad Earnings Large. 

“Perhaps the most noteworthy inci- 
dent of the day was again the reports 
of railway earnings. From Washington, 
what appeared to be an Interstate Com- 
merce computation showed the net re- 
ceipts in March of 94 separate railways, 
to have run 35 per cent above Febru- 
ary, and 40 per cent above March, 1915. 

“That Eastern «und Western lines 
should have shown notable increase was 
a matter of course; but perhaps the 
most interesting part of the analysis 
was a 43 per cent increase over 1915 by 
the Southern roads. This not only bears 
out the general testimony to the vig- 
orous trade revival in that section dur- 
ing the past 12 months; but is In line 
with the figures of the March exchange 
of checks at the Southern clearing 
houses, which exceeded the previous 
year by 23 per cent, and broke all rec- 
ords for the atone

Prof. Deane, entomologist, of the 
Kansas Agricultural College, basing his 
report upon field examination by hig @s- 
sistant, says that green bugs have 
made their appearance in Southern 
Kansas, and if the weather remains cool 
for another two weeks a general inva- 
sion of the State may. be expected. The 
entomologist of Oklahoma reports that 
the green bugs are doing serious injury 
in five counties of that State. 

Prof. Deane’s comment is: “The fu- 
ture injury by green bugs depends en- 
tirely upon the weather. Should it re- 
main cold for two weeks the injury 
will be serious, especially to oats, not 
only in Southern Kansas, but probably 
over the greater part of the State. My 
asistant reports that the infestation is 
too general for any practical remedial 
measure.’’ 

In 1907 the serious green bug dam- 
age in Oklahoma and Southern Kansas 
occurred about two weeks earlier than 
this date, but the attack in Kansas 
was not finally checked by good weath- 
er conditions until after May 15.
